ALEXANDRIA, Va.- Retired 
CIA analyst Larry Wu-Tali 
Chin，63，pleaded not guilty 
Dec 一 2 to the charge' that-he 
Spied for China for more than 
30 years. Judge Albert Bryan 
set Jan. 22，1986 for a jury 
trial. 

Officials Said Chin， had 
access to relatively low-level 
classified documents in his job 
at the Foreisgn Broadcast 
information Service，a CIA 
agency. Chin was able to take 
classified material from his 
office by hiding it in his 
briefcase and clothing，accor- 
ding to an affidavit filed by 
federal investigators。 He was 
alleged to have received rore 
than 9$140,000 from， China. 
Chin was indicted last week 
on one count Of conspiracy to 
commit esSpionage. 
Meanwhile，a spokesman of 
the Forelgn Ministry in Bei- 
jing denied Nov. 26 that Chin 
was working for China. "We 
have no connections with this 
person,”the SDokesman Said.

Even before she gained her

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8ame，Lalu (now known as 
Polly) earned the respect of 
the townspeople，including the 
women. She twice Saved the 
life of Bemis - first from 3 
Severe gunshot wound and 
then，after their marriage， 
when she dragged him out of 
their burning cabin on the 
edge of the River of No 
Return，

And I 
hoped that her partner， Kenji 
Yamamoto，would bring to the 
film the ASsian American 
SenSibility that is So sorely 
lacking in the industry as 3 
whole. TI now have reason to 
believe that II was badly 
mistaken.

Since Kelly and Yamamoto 
began work on this project， 
I have spent many hours 
sharing my Sources，contacts， 


-and knowledge with them. 


Unfortunately，I have been 
unable to either sensitize them 
to the Chinese American 
experience or to impress upon 
them the importance for 
historical accuracy. For 
example，Lalu was the only 
Chinese American woman in 
Warrens，but they want to 
introduce a number of Chinese 
prostitutes. This is 
historically inaccurate， It 
caters to the prurient 
SenSsationalism and stereo- 
typing that Chinese Americans 
have suffered at the hands of 
Hollywood for all too long. 
And it distorts Lalu's life.

Bennett Defends New 
Bilingual Ed Proposals 


WANSHINGTON DC - Sec- 
retary Of Education William 
Bennett told reporters recently 
that he was distressed by the 
mlsrepresentation of his views 
on blilingual education. He 
denied that his proposals to 
allow the use of more English 
in bilingual education 
programs were a "Smokescreeny” 
for gutting the programsS. 
Bennett Stressed that he was 


not hostile to bilingual 
education，according. to _ the 
上 0 4118eles 7T7m1e3. 


PROPOSALS 


Bennett made his comments 
as his department announced 
the publication of the 
proposals and notified local 
School districts that they can 
modify their programs. His 
remarks addressed the barrage 
of criticism from Latino 
groups and many educators 
after a September speech in 
which he said there was "no 
evidence" that federal Support 
for bilingual education had 
benefited children. 

In that Speech，Bennett had 
urged more flexibility in the 
way States USe the 
department'"s $139 million in 
US bilingual aid，but critics 
charged_ that he was really 
advocating abandonment of 
the federal role in bilingual 
education. - 

"We are not planning' to _ cut 
the funds,”Bennett Said. "We 
will increase the funding if 
we get the flexibility." 


Tse Koo Choy 
Possibly Linked To 
Mercury Poisoning 


SAN FRANCISCO - Some 
"traditional" Chinese and 
Hispanic medicines may cause 
polsoning， particularly in 
children， reports the Bay 
Area Regional Poison Control 
Center.、(E/W 11/13/85) 

Tse Koo Choy powder，nused 
for general illness_ in Chinese 
medicine,， may cause poisoning. 
"TIhe powder has mercuric 
chloride as an active 
ingredient and it may result in 
Serlious mercury _ poisoning," 
said James Buchanan， 
assistant clinical professor of 
pharmacy at the University of 
California at SFE. 


Symptoms of mercury 
polsoning are stomach upset， 
loss of appetite，lack of 
ERIeD CIYS irritability， 
disturbances Of sleep and 
convulsions. 

Another potentially toxic 


Substance，Azarcon，has also 
been found to be a source of 
lead _ poisoning. Members of 
the Hispanic community 
frequently use it for infants 
with upset stomachs. Other 
products similar to Azarcon 
and equally dangerous are 
Azogue，Greta，Rueda，Coral， 
Alarcon，Liga and Maria 
Luisa. 

The poison control center is 
open for calls 24 hours a day 
at 476-6600.

Bennett Axes Asian/Pac 
And Hispanic Offices 


WASHINGTON DC  - 
Secretary of Education 
William J. Bennett ordered the 
closing of the Department'S 
Office of Asian and Pacific 
Concerns and the Office of 
Hispanic Concerns last week.

Billingual Ed Not a Language Program， 
Explains Chief of SF s Bilingual Dept. 


By MAX MILLARD 


SAN FRANCISCO ” -If 
there's one thing that Ligaya 
Avenlida wants to set straight， 
it"s that "bilingual ed is not a 
language brogram -- its an 
academic program." 

Avenida，coordinator of the 
bilingual education depart- 
ment for SF'S public schools， 
iS responsible for policy- 
making and program planning 
from the central office at 135 
Van Ness Ave. During the 
three years She has headed the 
prO0gram，Avenida has seen the 
number Of LEP (limited 
English proficiency) school- 
children climb steadily. 

There are now Some 20,000 
children in SF public schools 
classified as LEP， The total is 
increasing by 1,5$00 to 2,000 a 
Year Ihe Chinese-speakin8g 
represent the largest group， 
but the Spanish-speaking are 
catching up. In October，12 
new Spanish speakers entered 
the School System,， and only 75 
Chinese Speakers. 


Roger Tom， program 
manager of the bilingual 
education  _ department， is 


reSponsible for overseeing 3a1l 
LEP students in the middle 
and high schools._ In an 
interview 1last week，he and 
Avenida revealed that the 
district has 3a shortage of 
qualified bilingual teachers 
-and that only half of SFE's 
LEP students are enrolled in 
bilingual programs. 
However， they both 
cxpressed pride that SF has 
long been one of the nation's 
leaders in bilingual education. 
"In this country，there'xs no 
way a kid won't learn Eng- 
lish,” said Tom. But，he 
added，bilingual education 
helps _ students maintain their 
grade level academically，until 
their English can catch up. 


RECENT PHENOMENON 


Asked why Chinese students 
tend to excel in spite Of their 
language disadvantages，Tom 


Said，"I think it"s a recent 
phenomenon. Prior to 
bilingual ed，the schools 


Simplified the curriculum (for 
LEP students) to _ the point 
where they weren't college- 
bound material. 


"Many of those students 


came with excellent 
educational backgrounds，、And 
Suddenly they were thrown 
into 3a School environment 
where they couldn't under- 
Stand the teacher or the 
textbook. Many of them met 
failure for the first time." 

Bilingual education，he said， 


"enables them to understand 


the material，to understand 
the teacher,， and to progress in 
the _ educational environment. 
So now they're ending Up in 
the universities; they'"re ending 
up asS valedictorians.,” 

Tom，who has been working 
with LEP students since 1966， 
could not speak 3a word of 
English when he started 
School， even though his 
parents and grandparents were 
born in the US. 


In SF, almost half 
the school population 
comes from a home 
where English is 

not spoken. 


STUDY TOGETHER 


"One_ thing you find out 
about Chinese students is 
that they Study together,"” said 
Tom. "They did a study of 
freshmen at UC-Berkeiey and 
found that typically， the 
white students raised their 
hands in class and asked 
questions，and made appoint- 
ments to meet after class with 
the professor. 

"The Asian kids didn't 
participate in class that much， 
but they studied together and 
visited the teachers together. 
They would save Up a whole 
lot of questions for the 
tecacher， and ask all the 
questions at once，in a group， 
and take notes,..They got the 
highest grade-point average." 

In SF，almost half of the 
School population comes from 
a_ home where English is not 
Spoken， "We need bilingual 
Staff who can communicate 
with parents,”Ssaid Tom. Its 
important for the education of 
the child for the parents to be 
3a partner. And you can't get 
parents to be involved if they 
don't Speak English -- unless 
you have bilingual counselors， 
bilingual teachers， and

THREE REASONS 


Avenlida said that the SF 
School District has bilingual 
programs for three legal 
reasons: 


- the Lau-Nichols guidelines 
of the mid-70'S，a federal 
"remedy"” requiring districts to 
provide LEP children with 
equal access to education; 

-_ the _ California state 1aw 
requiring blilin8gual programs; 

- the board policy of the SF 
School District. 

"Even if the first two 
[reasons] were wiped out，our 
board could still implement 
bilingual programs,”she Said. 


BENNETT 


"The bilingual law that 1s 
mandated by California is 
probably more Strifgent than 
the federal 1aw which is being 
revised right now [by Edu- 
cation Secretary William 
Bennett]. Whatever the 
outcome of Bennett'Ss recom- 
mendations，_ don't think 
California will be affected 
that much，because we still 
have to comply with the 
California law，which says a 
different thing altogether,"” 
Salid Avenida. 

According to Tom，"bilingual 
education is a function of the 


states.， it"S not12a federal 
function.” One reason SFE has 
stayed in the forefront of 


bilingual education is that the 
city came Up with a master 
plan of its own in the 
mid-70?S. 

"Our _ responsibility to the 
[district] court at that point 
was to develop a master plan 
for five years that delineated 
what we would do,”explained 
Tom. "We reported what we 
were doing. After five years， 
the courts were -pretty 
Satisfied and said,“You're no 
longer Under court order.ow 


TITLE VII 


The Bilingual Act of 1976， 
also known as Title VII，was 
the first national policy on 
bilingual education. It has 
been modified over the years. 

"Bennett ls in control of 
Title VII，-- $180 million," 
Said Tom. "The regulations he 
talks about are only [for] 
grantSs，、 It doesn't affect basic 
education anywhere. 

"But when he speaks，he sets 
a tonce- He deals only with 
these very limited funds，bnut 
his impact is greater" 

In his widely-publicized 
remarks two months 38g0， 
Bennett called .for allowing 
Title VII grants to go to 
English-only programs as _ well 
as bilingual programas. Right 
now，Title VII requires that 
School programs be conducted 
in the language that the 
Student understands. 

"People think bilingual 
leducation is no longer 
required," said Avenida、 "The 
only negative impact [of 
Bennett's remarks] is that

most programs are dependent 
on this kind of funding. If 
they cut that back，then Our 
funding will be reduced.” 

Title VII money，said Tom， 
"has always been seed money 
for districts .…。 The federal 
government has been on the 


edge of innovation。. Title VII 


at that point was an inno- 
vation and I guess it continues 
to0 be." 

But， he said， "we had 
English-only in this country 
from the early 1900's up until 
1962， when the Cuban refugees 
program began .… We Seem to 
be going backwards." 

Two major programs for LEP 
students，explained Avenida， 
are Self-contained bilingual 
classes taught by bilingual 
credentialed teachers， and 
individual learning programs 
which provide individualized 
attention USsing _ the primary 
language of the child. 

"There are more children in 
individual learning programs 
than ..、 in classes taught by 
credentialed teachers,” Said 
Avenida. "Some children are 
in a regular English program， 
but they don?'t necessarily 
recelive instruction in English 
elght hours a day. They'"re 
provided with tutorial 
asSSlistance that utilizes the 
chlildren'"s language. 

Her office is responsible for 
the hiring of teachers， "We 
have about a dozen Oopenings," 
She Said. "We have difficulty 
filling the Asian languages

tually unknown amongthe Chinese 
American youths here;” said Athe- 
na Wang, a one-time offcer of the 
group and a founding member. 
“Some of them were familiar with 
just the popular hit songs dished 
out by pop stars of Hong 天 ong 
and Taiwan. .. .Through our mu- 
sic，WwWe intend to introduce to 
people like them songs which best 
represent Chlinese culture2 

Kay Cheng Berger, President of 
the group，added:“The Dragon 
Singers Was also formed to serve 
as 3 Social gathering of Chinese 
Americans interested in Chinese 
music. For many immigrants 
amongus, this "gatheringtogether” 
alleviates Our homesickness2” 

Yet typical of instances when 
Various Chinese 一 each with his/ 
her characteristics，temperament， 
dialect,， religious and political be- 
liefs 一 gather together, differences 
ineVvitably surface. In the begin- 
ning，there were problems of 
unity 一 even in the simple matter 
of naming the group. But these 
Were eventually ironed out. Mem- 
bers were unanimous too in simply 
calling the group“The Dragon 
Singers,”the fiery dragon being 
a fitting Symbol of the Chinese. 
Rather than let the PRC vs. Tai-

In her first year， Szeto 
taught. 24 kindergartners from 


various ethnic backgrounds， 
There was not a single drop- 
out，and in fact four more 
chlildren have joined the class 
thls year,， for first grade，The 
program is designed to add 
one more class each year until 
lt extends to fifth grade. 

Szeto now teaches a new 
crop Of kindergartners .in 
Chinese for 2-1/4 .hours per 
day.， Of the 24 children，only 
Seven are Chinese Americans， 
and of those，only two are 
fluent Cantonese SPpeakers. 

Sald Szeto,， "TI do English 
with the first graders, and the 
first-grade teacher teaches 
English to the kindergartners， 
because we feel language 
models are important.” 


"In research... we've 
seen that bilingual- 
ism opens minds.” 


The results have been 
encouraging So far: the 
children are learning not only 
speaking，but reading and 
writing in Chinese， One key 
to _ Success is the interdis- 
ciplinary approach to learning， 
in which several types of 
knowledge are incorporated 
into a Single theme. 

"The theme for this month is 
nutrition,” she said， “We'll 
talk about different kinds of 
fruits。They have to learn the 
vocabulary.
